HE 5th inftant Baron Zeiler and Mon- 
fieur Bruyninx Envoy of Holland, fet 
out from hence for Presburg; thence to 

roceed to Raab where the Count de 
amberg tarried for them, and to go to- 
gether to Schemnitz ; to meet the Perfons deputed by 
the Malecontents to treat of an Accommodation. 
Mean time they write from Buda and other Places, 
that the Sufpenfion of Arms (mention’d in our for- 
mer) is not fo ftriétly obferv’d by the Malecontents 
as by the Emperor's Troops. Thefe Letters add, that 
a few days before the Publication of the faid Sufpen- 
fion of Arms, the Towns of Caffovia and Efperies 
were forc’d to furrender to the Malecontents for wast 
of Psovifions ; in the latter of which Places the Male- 
contents found 140 heavy brafs Cannon: So that 
they have now a confiderable Train of Artillery 
which before they wanted. After the faid 2 Places _ 
were taken, Prince Ragotski advanc’d with a Body 
of Troops to the Caftle of Szendre; and the Count 
de Malvezzi who commanded in it was fore’d to » 
yield up that important Poft, becaufe the Garrifon 
-mutinied and threater’d to kill him if he did not ca- 
itu The {aid Count, a Lieutenant, an Enfign, . 
Idiers, that remain’d faithful to arti- 
itted: to retire into Poland ;. but the 
ref of the Garrifon took Service under Princc Ra- 
gotski. "Tis reported Letters written by fome of the 
chief of the Maleceastnte, are intercepted, and that 
it ts by them they have concerted Meafures for | 
themfelves Mafters of Neuheufel: And that 
General Heyfter has. taken Occafion to tell the Em- 
ror, that he is of Opinion the Malecontents are not 
¢erely difpos’d to Peace, that they are not to be 
brought to Reafon otherwlfe than by Force of Arms, 
and that 20000 Men will be fufficient to reduce 
them; But other Perfons of at leaft as_much Credic 
-with the Emperor, and of known Affection to the - 
common Caufe, have other Sentiments. The Count 
d’Averfperg, the Emperor's Ambaffador at Turin, 
having fent feveral Expreffes to this Court, to follicit - 
the fending fpeedy and effectual Succours to the 
Duke of Savoy; feveral Conferences have been held .
